MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Training Seminar - Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs 


1. At the request of Mr. 
training seminar presented by the Bureau 


OS/TR, I enrolled and took a 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 


Drugs (BNDD) conducted under the auspices of the Northern Virginia 
Community College (NVCC). This seminar was conducted during the 
period 5-6 March, and was attended by approximately 150 law enforce- 
ment officers. Although the course was ostensibly slanted toward law 
enforcement, enrollment in the course was apparently open to any adult 
with an interest or legitimate need to know about narcotics and drugs. 

No security problems were encountered in registering for the course, 
nor were any security problems raised during the two-day seminar. 

Cost of enrollment for Fairfax residents was a mere $2.00, and for non- 
County residents, the fee was $5.00. No rosters were taken during the 
seminar sessions. Upon completion of the seminar, a certificate, 
signed by a representative of the BNDD and the head of the Police Program 
of the Northern Virginia Community College, was issued to each 
attendant. 


2. Purpose of Seminar : Basically, the aim of the two -day sessions 
was to make law enforcement officers drug conscious. As explained by 
the chief instructor, the present seminar was intended to provide short 
,r in depth" training for the purpose of getting more police officers involved 
in drug cases. It was pointed out that by providing training to large metro- 
politan police departments, the number of drug convictions has increased 
as much as 200%. Currently, the entire Washington, D. C. Metropolitan 
Police Department is undergoing training in the handling of drug problems. 
Such training is normally two weeks in duration. The seminar at NVCC 
represented a condensation of the two-week course and was focused on

covering the major problem, areas. While not specifically stated, one 
can assume that the BNDD is interested in getting police departments, 
correctional institutions, and law enforcement agencies in general, big 
or small, involved in the problems of drug abuse and addiction. 


3. Outline of Instruction : (See attached schedule,) As it can be 
seen from the attached schedule, the main subject areas were: national, 
international, and local drug traffic; drug identification, enforcement and 
field testing of hallucinogens; drug identification, enforcement and field 
testing of opiates and synthetics; drug addiction; marihuana; drug identifi- 
cation, enforcement, field testing of amphetamines and barbituates; under- 
cover work; search and seizure of drugs, and the initiation and development 
of a drug case. The pace of instruction for a novice such as myself was 
very fast, and as a consequence, I probably missed more than the average 
law enforcement officer who already had some training or experience 
in drug problems. However, with the handouts which were available, and 
the notes taken during the instruction, X feel that I obtained a good back- 
ground on the subject, and could conduct the various teste demonstrated 
during the instruction. Some background reading before the course would 
have been helpful, but not essential, to a better grasp of the material. 


4. Use of Visual Aids and Evaluation of Instruc tors: In my 
opinion the teaching techniques were excellent. Admitting that this 
was a condensed two -week course, there was not a dull moment during 
the two days. In addition to short 30-minute films, good use was made 
of colored slides „ demonstrations in front of the class, student-instructor 
skits, and student use of individual and group testing kits. Both lecturers 
allowed sufficient time for questions from th e class. Two instructors 
handled the entire seminar.

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5. Value and Possible Agency, Interest in Drug Seminars : 
Personally, I found the instruction to be extremely stimulating and 
useful. Starting with almost total ignorance of the drug problem, I 
came away from the course two days later with a fairly comprehensive 
knowledge of what dangerous drugs and narcotics were, where they 
came from, how to identify them, what their effects were, and how one 
could go about developing a drug case. This is not to suggest that <nvo 
days of instruction would make you an expert, as obviously it would not, 
but it certainly made you "drug conscious, " which was the main objective 
of the course. X believe that 1 have a good basis to add to my knowieage, 
and if confronted with a drug problem, X would know where to turn ior 
professional advise. 

6. It would appear to me that this type of seminar would be 
beneficial to Agency Security Officers, particularly those working in 
areas where children of Agency personnel might get involved in drup- 
traffic or use.
